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A Matter of Identities 


HE recent little storm over the production of identity cards, raised by a 

motorist who objected to showing his, is not strictly motoring business, but 

it raised an important motoring issue. The Metropolitan Police—and it is 
expected that provincial forces will follow—have now cancelled the 1941 order 
under which the police acted in the recent case. But the Government would do well 
to legislate to restrict the occasions for showing these heartily disliked relics 

Procedure in this matter is of some importance to motorists, whose relations with 
the police are tending to become precarious. The innate liking that the citizen 
has for the constable on the beat is born of the knowledge that he is there for 
protection against the minority of criminals that exist even in a well-run com- 
munity. When legislation becomes excessive, as it is today with regard to cars, 
and when it becomes physically difficult to comply with the law (as it often is over 
parking), a vast new section of the populace is thrust willy-nilly into the hunted 
class by untoward predatoriness on the part of the police. 

No brief can be held for the road wrongdoer, motorist or otherwise, with acci- 
dent totals what they are, and if the police campaign is really effective it must not 
be lightly discarded. But the time has arrived when the police must decide 
whether the results of their activities are worth the sacrifice of the long-standing 
affection, and the co-operation it implies, which arises from the feeling that one is 
amongst the hunters and not one of the hounded 


Racing Contrasts—G.P. F orebodings 


HE brilliant performance of British cars in the Le Mans 24-Hour race contrasted 
sharply with the half-expected telegram to the organizers at Rheims the 
following weekend to say that the B.R.M. would once again fail to keep an 
appoinument. It is surely not without significance that the cars which are main- 
taining aud enhancing British prestige in competition with the best the world can 
produce are the products of companies under the energetic contro! of forceful and 
patriotic individuals like William Lyons, David Brown and Donald Healey. 

Their efforts have been brilliantly seconded by the appearance in Formula II 
racing, and occasionally even in Formula I events, of the H.W.M., a privaie venture 
by two garage proprietors, John Heath and George Abecassis In other spheres we 
have repeatedly had the pleasure of saluting spectacular achievements by the Austin 
company, which is also energetically and ably guided by one strong personality, 
Leonard P. Lord. By contrast, the B.R.M. is the work of a committee, with the 
rivalries and indecisions which that implies. Unhappily, that system does not 
produce the required results in motor racing. 

Since the B.R.M. project was started, foreign factories have designed, built, 
developed and won races with other cars which may not be so advanced in design. 
but which have produced results on time. Whatever the merits of the B.R.M. tech- 
nically, it is becoming difficult to avoid the conclusion that the project has proved 
too ambitious for the resources available. 

Leading Continental authorities have recently assured The Autocar that if the 
B.R.M. does not race successfully before the end of this year Grand Prix racing, as 
we know it, is doomed, because the uninterrupted series of Italian successes is 
already undermining interest in this aspect of the sport. Whether Britain continues 
with Formula I Grand Prix racing will soon have to be decided, but meanwhile we 
await the appearance of small and economical family cars capable of gaining in their 
own class superiority such as is now enjoyed by the manufacturers of British sports 
cars in international rallies and long-distance races. A modern British contender in 
the 750 and 1,100 c.c. touring categories is lone overdue 
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OBITUARY 


G. Geoffrey Smith 


I is with deepest regret that The Autocar has to record 

the death, on Friday, June 29, of its editorial director, 

G. Geotfrey Smith, M.B.E. He passed away peacefully 
at his hore at Radlett, Hertfordshire, after a brief internal 
illness which rapidly became critical. 

Geoffrey Smith was also responsible for editorial direction 
of The Motor Cycle, Motor Transport, Automobile 
Engineer, Flight, Aircraft Production, Bus & Coach, British 
Plastics and The Architect_and Building News. He was a 
director of Iliffe and Sons, Ltd. from 1923; advisery editor of 
Flight trom 1927 until 1934, and then, on its acquisition by 
[liffe’s, a director of Flight Publishing Co., Ltd., and a direc- 
tor of Associated Iliffe Press—embracing all these companies 
—from 1945. 

Apart from his professional interests, Geoffrey Smith was 
prominent in public life, particularly in the City of London, 
of which he was a Freeman; he was a Liveryman of the 
Worshipful Company of Coachmakers and Coach Harness 
Makers, and a Life Governor of the Great Ormonde Street 
Hospital for Sick Children 

Few men could have been better qualified to guide the 
destinies of journals concerned predominantly with mechani- 
cal transport. Born 66 years ago at Newark, Nottingham- 
shire, he spent his formative years in the Midlands during 
the time that the British motor industry was putting forth 
its first roots there. After an engineering apprenticeship 
with Ransome and Marles, Ltd. he obtained a post on the 
staff of The Motor Cycle, then published in Coventry. 

That was in 1904; by 1912, at the age of 27, he had himself 
become editor. It was then that he began to form friend- 
ships that were to last during his whole lifetime—pioneer 
automobile industrialists, such as W. R. Morris (later Lord 
Nuffield) were quick to recognize a kindred spirit. The 
sporting side of motoring also attracted him, and for some 
time he was secretary of the Coventry and Warwickshire 
Motor Club 

During the early years of the first world war Geoffrey 
Smith organized the recruitment of over 10,000 motor cycle 
despatch riders, mobile machine-gunners and armoured car 
drivers. This work earned him a letter of thanks from the 
Army Council, and in 1917 he was made an M.B.E. Subse- 
quently he was commissioned in the Royal Flying Corps, 
where, with the rank of captain, he was mainly engaged on 
technical duties in connection with aircraft engines 

After that war, on returning to Iliffe’s—who were soon 
co move their headquarters to London—he took over control 
f The Motor Cycle, The Autocar and Motor Transport, and 
ill three journals began to gain steadily in circulation and 
influence under his guidance. From the Coventry days 
to the end, H. J. Jarvis was his personal assistant. 

Just as he had served the cause of mechanized transport 
at the outset of the 1914-18 war, so did he assist aviation 
in the second world struggle, but this time mainly by his 
encouragement and support of the new science of jet pro- 
pulsion—regarded in some quarters as little more than an 
nventor’s pipe dream. In 1944, at the invitation of the 
Government, he spent nine months in America publicizing 
Britain’s technical achievements and the benefit that would 
accrue from mutual aid in the production field 

He was the author of Gas Turbines and Jet Propulsion, 
a standard work now in its fifth edition. He was also respon 
sible for The Modern Diesel (fourteen editions) and, at the 
request of the British Council, for a monograph on Sir Henry 
Royce, issued in various languages 

Among the organizations of which he was a member or 
committee member were the Royal Automobile Club, Royal 
Scottish Automobile Club, Royal Aero Club, Auto-Cycle 
Union, British Automobile Racing Club, and the Newcomen 
Society

world of motoring, flying and engineering 
enthusiast, colleagues at Dorset House 
“G.S.” (as he was always known 
I hobby to be pursued wit! 
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unfailing zest. A buoyancy that was almost youthful never 
deserted him. Personal success never led him to assume 
an aloof manner, and he remained freely approachable by 
the most junior men under him. Others knew him as a host 
of never-failing charm. With these characteristics went a 
“nose for news”—an uncanny ability to recognize, long 
before anybody else, that some seemingly insignificant tech- 
nical development would in due course set the whole world 
talking. Jet propulsion was one typical example. 

Geoffrey Smith’s interest in, and early knowledge of, the 
evolution of the prototype Rover turbocar was fitting and 
logical as a sequel to his foresight previously in connection 
with the new form of prime mover for aircraft. Journalistic- 
ally, and typically, he knew much of this revolutionary de- 
velopment from its inception. As a member of the panel of 
R.A.C. committee members who certificated the first observed 
performance of a turbocar, in March, 1950, he was one of 
the very few people privileged up to this date to have handled 
a car with this form of power unit. Subsequently, he 
recorded with the Rover directors the first order for a turbo- 
car—not, of course, in the expectation of seeing stich a 
machine produced in the near future. 

Above all it was motoring for which he was an enthu- 
siast; and it is in this field that he will be best remembered 
by friends and acquaintances more numerous than most men 
can claim. To the end—and few people outside his inti- 
mates can have suspected even within recent weeks that he 
was an ailing man—he retained the keenest interest in every 
kind of car; his sheer love of driving never diminished 
With his motoring, and in particular his enjoyment of Con- 
tinental touring, he combined a rare “eye for a picture”; 
many of his fine camera studies have appeared through the 
years in The Autocar. He had a flair, too, for coachwork 
line and from sketches he delighted in roughing out, em- 
bodying his own clear-cut ideas of style and practical 
features, evolved a number of specialist-built bodies for 
Bentley and Rolls-Royce cars he owned at various times 

Geoffrey Smith leaves a widow, two sons by a previous 
marriage—his first wife died in 1927—and a daughter. The 
elder son is Wing Cdr. Maurice Smith, D.F.C., present 
editor of Flight; the younger, Capt. A. G. Smith, served 
with distinction in a Royal Marines Commando unit. It 
is felt that readers will wish to join with the Editors and 
staff in expressing sincere sympathy to them in their loss 

The funeral was due to take place at Holy Trinity Church, 
ntry, at 2.30 p.m. on Wednesday, July 4

AFTER LE MANS

DRIVER'S 


BVIOUSLY the first thing 
anyone wants to know about 
the Le Mans race is “ What is 
this new Jaguar like?” Happily, The 
Autocar has been able to obtain a lot 
of the answers, because Jaguar Cars 
were good enough to put the winning 
car at my disposal the day after the 
race and I took it straight away to 
do a few quick laps of the Le Mans 
circuit. The car was in exactly the 
same condition in which it finished the 
race, except that the rear brakes had 
been adjusted up a notch or two (the 
front brakes are self-adjusting) and it 
had been filled with petrol, oil and 
water 
The picture on this page shows the 
extraordinarily low outline of the car, 
and the impression of low build is 
accentuated when one gets down to 
work. A small door opens to reveal 
a high, wide sill which calls for high 
stepping to reach the cockpit floor, set 
low between the deep tubular girder 
side members. The space between the 
chassis frame and the outside of the 
body is occupied by the battery and 
on top is a spare set of plugs forward 
of the driver’s right elbow. Below the 
metal floor is a thin space just suffi- 
cient for control rods and pipes, then 
comes the undershield, and close be-

neath that is road—fast moving road, 
slightly singed. The furniture is 
strictly utility, covered in cloth, and the 
driver feels well immersed in the car 

The simple three-spoke steering 
wheel is fairly far away so that the 
arms are well extended and the pedals 
are grouped in a recess in the bulk- 
head. In front the long bonnet 
slopes away between the wing fairings 
and over the left shoulder the view 
is punctuated by the enormous filler 
for the 40-gallon fuel tank. 

This is by a considerable margin 
the fastest car I have ever driven, but 
that is not really surprising, as it is 
also the fastest car that Stirling Moss 
has ever driven, and there are many 
racing drivers who have made con- 
siderable reputations for themselves 
without ever handling anything as 
quick as the new Type C Jaguar. At 
one period during the early part of 
the race the drivers were using 5,800 
r.p.m. on top gear’ down the long 
straight to Mulsanne, and with due 
allowance for centrifugal growth on 
the 6.50in rea: yres, this is equivalent 
to 160 m.p.h. 

When I took over, the circuit was 
in the usual condition of day-after 
congestion, with co.:tractors’ vans and 
trucks parked here and there, cyclists

and pedestrians wandering about and 
an occasional couple of cows to add 
excitement to fast motoring After 
picking a way through the traffic on 
the first part of the straight near Tertre 
Rouge I was only beginning to get 
going at 100 m.p.h. on third gear by 
the Hippodrome Café, whereas during 
the night, despite the pouring rain and 
spray which restricted visibility, Stur- 
ling Moss was accelerating smartly at 
148 m.p.h. on top gear at the same spot. 
The highest reading I saw was 5,000 
r.p.m. in top, equivalent to 130 m.p.h., 
and it may convey some idea of the 
way this Jaguar welcomes a new driver 
and makes him feel at home if I record 
that this was within ten minutes of 
first sitting in the car, and no par- 
ticular difficulty was found in steering 
with one hand while reaching forward 
to blow an occasional blast with the 
horn with the other hand. The button, 
incidentally, is rather remotely placed 
on the side of the instrument panel 
The Type C Jaguar is a phenomenal 
achievement and one of which every 
one who is British should be proud 
It is not simply a car with staggering 
acceleration and maximum speed: this 
performance has been achieved while 
retaining the Jaguar characteristics. It 
is still a smooth, quiet, tractable motor

car, which can be driven in town traffic 
without exciting any comment. That 
is not to say that the car, with its race 
numbers on, slid through the streets 
of Le Mans unnoticed—its progress 
was accompanied by clapping and 
heers—but anyone driving it for the 
irst tume must be astonished at the 
flexibility and lightness of control and, 
above all, the quietness. At low speeds 
in town there is some drumming from 
the panels, but race cars rarely carry 
much weight in soundproofing 

The C-type should have good 
manners, for the engine and trans 
mission are developed from those of the 
famous XK120, but the engine now 
gives a lot more. power without be- 
coming temperamental in the process 
When accelerating away from a corner 
it would pink slightly at about 3,000 
r.p.m. using the race fuel, but it is 
otherwise as sweet and smooth as any 
touring engine. 

In second gear it seems to take hold 
really well at 3-4,000 r.p.m. and roars 
up to 70 m.p.h. really fast. A quick 
snick into third brings 100 m.p.h. on the 
clock with the engine still doing only 
4,500 r.p.m. and there is plenty more 
to come. On top gear 100 m.p.h. is 
maintained on a very light throttle and 
the acceleration from then on up to 
130 m.p.h., when I had to cut because 
of the confused traffic situation in the 
middle distance, is something hitherto 
outside my experience 

The car weighs less than a ton, even 
when fully loaded with petrol, so that 
its acceleration in the middle ranges is 
naturally exciting, but the way it goes 
on accelerating above 100 m.p.h 
obviously owes something to the clean 
shape 

However, the Jaguar’s appeal lies not 
in speed alone. It was round the 
winding stretches of the course from 
Mulsanne to Arnage and on 


across 


through the notorious fast bends to 
White House where it really became 
apparent that it offered something new 
in chassis and suspension design. 
While I was running round the circuit, 
a heavy shower descended on this part 
of the course and I took it dry and wet 
in quick succession. The resistance 
to wheelspin conferred by the new rear 
suspension is something which I would 
not have thought possible without 
adopting independent rear suspension, 
and it is achieved without any of the 
high-speed handling peculiarities which 
independent rear suspension often in- 
volves. The ride is smooth and com- 
fortable even over French-cobbled 
streets, but comfort is not bought at 
the cost of instability on fast corners. 
This new Jaguar just does not seem 
to roll at all and it handles beautifully 
The rear suspension is, of course, quite 
new. There is a rigid axle casing con- 
nected to two trailing arms running 
backwards from a transverse torsion bar 
anchored to the frame. Above the axle 
beam is an offset A bracket designed 
to overcome the disability of normal 
rear axle layouts, where a car can 
usually be taken faster round a left- 
hand bend than it can round a right- 
hand bend, because torque reaction in 
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the transmission tends to lift the right- 
hand rear wheel. 

The steering is light and not excep- 
tionally high geared. It has a slightly 
springy feel, but does not seem to com- 
municate any degree of shock through 
the rim. In any case, the surface con- 
dition of the Le Mans circuit at the 
present time is superb. The brakes had 
plenty of power left after 24 hours of 
racing. The drivers naturally tried to 
conserve the brakes, and Stirling Moss 
told me that even when he did his 
record lap at 105.2 m.p.h. he still had 
not braked really hard, preferring to 
leave something in hand for the last 
six hours in case the competition 
became really fierce. Walker and 
Whitehead were equally kind to the 
brakes and on car No. 20 they were 
adjusted only once. Rear tyres were 
changed at sixteen hours as a pre- 
caution, but the front tyres, which are 
6.00in section, ran through unchanged 

The drivers were at first using second 
gear at Mulsanne, Arnage and Tertre 
Rouge, but when Sunday morning 
came and victory was in sight, they 
made less use of second gear and 
stabilized their lap times between 5 min 
10 sec and 5 min 30 sec (Moss’ 105 
m.p.h. record lap took 4 min 46.8 sec

It is a particular pleasure to salute 
this achievement by a British team 
Work on the cars was started only at 
Christmas. The first car was only on the 
road two months before the race, and 
the last of the three emerged from the 
factory only two weeks before it was 
due to start at Le Mans. The two cars 
which retired fell out through a simple 
fault directly arising from the develop- 
ment work on the engine. The sump 
was redesigned and the oil pump 
repositioned. The new oil pipe leading 
from the pump to the gallery broke and 
put an end to the race for Moss and 
Fairman, Biondetti and Johnson.

there were not many cars which could 
get away from the Jupiter in the winding 
stretches. Several times it wem drifting 
fast into the swerves before Arnage, with 
a much faster car behind it, and by the 
time it emerged the Jupiter had gained 
several lengths. It was particularly happy 
at White House, too, and gave us a very 
comfortable ride 

Of the three Jupiters entered, the one 
run by T. H. Wisdom and Tommy Wise 
was a prototype known as R.1 incorpor- 
ating a number of modifications. Main 
chassis components were similar to those 
of the normal Jupiter, but simplification 
of the frame design had permitted a con 
siderable weight saving, and further 
weight was saved by the slim body with 
cycle type front wings. The normal type 
Jupiters driven by Hadley and Goodacre, 
and Becquart and myself were below 
1Sewt, but the R.1 was nearly a hundred 
weight lighter, and was able to pull the 
high 4.1 axle, which was originally 
proposed for the standard Jupiters. Thus 
equipped, it was cruising down the 
straight at 5,200 r.p.m. on top, equivalent 
to 105 m.p.h. The compression ratio had 
been raised to about 8.5 to 1, giving a 
power output in the region of 65 b.h.p., 
but unfortunately, gasket trouble elimin 
ated the car from the race. Meanwhilc, 
Bert Hadley, driving the other standard 
Jupiter, retired when the centre of 
one of the collars retaining the valve 
prings pulled out, another example of the 
lessons which racing provides 

Although there were still several 
Simcas in the race, our pit control then 
took the wise step of slowing the third 
ar down The Simcas were still going 
very fast, but one by one they dropped 
out and soon after 4 a.m. I had the 
signal that the Jupiter was alone in the 
1,500 cc. dass. Our only trouble was 
some misfiring caused by rain and spray 
reaching the distributor at the height of 
the storm, because the car had been pre- 
pared for a motor race rather than a 

gatta 


On Sunday morning, when the field 
had been greatly thinned out by retire 
ments and crashes, the race seemed to be 
full of Aston Martins, for they were cir- 
culating fast and safely in undiminished 
numbers To bring home five cars out 
of five starters, with four of them in the 
first ten places, is a tremendous feat 

The French, of course, are entitled to 
take great pride in the achievements of 
the little Monopole, which won not only 
the performance index competition, but 
also the Biennial Cup. This little racing 
car is built round the Dyna-Panhard 
engine and front drive unit, by the com- 
pany which makes the pistons and piston 
rings, and has now put up a wonderful 
record two years running, despite an 
alarming crash this year within a few 
hours of the end of the race. I came 
round Tertre Rouge corner just after the 
car had fallen in the ditch and only the 
driver’s head was visible. It did not seem 
possible for it to be got out and brought 
back to the road, but single-handed the 
driver cut down a fence, dug a way 
through to an adjacent field and motored 
back to the race 


Radio Control 


If the driver runs into trouble he has 
to get himself out of it single-handed and 
if anyone departs from the pits, even to 
give him verbal advice, disqualification is 
the result This is why Hadley’s Jupiter 
was posted as a disqualification and not a 
retirement. When the car failed to appear, 
a worried driver left the pit area to find 
out what had happened, and although he 
had no contact with Hadley other than 
to ask him what was the trouble, disquall 
fication was the result. This regulation 
may need review in the light cf scientific 
progress. The pilots of the three Cun 
ningham cars were in touch with their 
pit all the ume through the two-way radio 
sets which were carried on the cars. The 
pit could call up the drivers for reports, 


and e drivers were free to ask the put 
If this can be done by radio, 
but not by personal contact, the regula 
tion might become a farce 

Monopole stuck to the 610 c.c. Dyna 
engine this year, despite the many com- 
petition successes already gained by the 
50 version. The conclusion was that the 
formula gave a better chance to the 
smaller engine and this proved so in prac- 
tice. With the latest twin choke down- 
draught Solex carburettor, and modified 
camshaft, this engine is, in fact, giving 
as much horse-power as the first of the 
750 c.c. power units, and by the time the 
car fell into the ditch it had such a margin 
n hand that 1 won comfortably, despite 
the half-hour lost 

The same carburation and camshaft 
are now used on the 750 c.c. engine which 
equips the competition version of the 
Dyna saloon, known as the Sprint Dyna 
One otf the first racing appearances of this 
car was when a team of three came over 
for the production car event at Silver- 
stone, and for this race I received instruc- 
uons which I have not received in any 
other competition. I was told, “Go out 
and see what is the fastest lap you can 
do, and then keep on doing that for an 
hour.” In the race my car, which won 
the 750 c.c. class, put in one lap at 66.6 
m.p.h., which exactly equalled the fastest 
lap by the winner of the 1,100 class. Even 
with the four-seater saloon body, all the 
corners at Silverstone were taken abso- 
lutely flat out. Maximum speed on the 
dive down to Stowe corner was approxi- 
mately 75 m.p.h., and thanks to the high- 
speed cornering, the average for the hour 
was 63.15 m.p.h. Not bad for a small 
four-seater family car. When we dipped 
the tanks afterwards, we found that each 
car had used 10 litres of fucl for the 
race, giving an average of nearly 30 m.p.g 

The 750 c.c. engine in this form gives 
39 b.h.p. and, with ¢ higher compression 
ratio and alcohol fuel, this can be pushed 
up to about 45 b.h.p. Deutsch and Bon- 
net, were, of course, trying for the 1,100 
c.c. Cass at Le Mans with another Pan- 
hard D.B. which had cylinders of 85 mm 
bore, giving $50 cc This gave a con- 
siderable improvement in acceleration 
away from the corners and although not 
producing very much more maximum 
power than the 750 c.c. unit, it gave the 
tiny two-seater car a maximum speed of 
109 m.p.h. down the straight. This car 
was, however, delayed by trouble with a 
defective fuel pump and thereafter could 
not catch the Porsche saloon. However, 
the Panhard record in the race remains 
formidable, for with a Dyna, a Monopole, 
a Callista and three D.B.s, there were 
six cars at the start with the Dyna power 
mit and front drive, and all six finished 
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by George H.

DATUM AND ORIGIN 


FURTHER DISCLOSURE OF THE “COACHBUILDER’S ART” 


N the article “ Coachbuilder’s Craft” (The Autocar, Mav 
11, page 557), the author seems to have based his theme 
on a convention of design that has descended from th 
old-time masters of the coachbuilder’s art (for is not coach 
ind motor body design an art, not a craft?). In the days 
when I was actively engaged in motor body design, we 
learned the aesthetics of the art from masters of the design 
of horse-drawn coach bodies. We were taught that body 
design, if it were to bear the mark of “ good breeding ” (i.e , 
in all aspects possess no feature that offended the eye), musi 
be based on certain geometric laws 
The design should be evolved from a base or datum line, 
and a line enveloping the contour of the body in elevation 
which may be termed the origin; all contours between 
these extremes must harmonize with both. Thus if the 
datum be a straight line, and the origin a curve of elliptical 
form, as chosen by the Italian in the previous article, all 
curves above the datum and below the origin must harmon- 
ize with both. The nearer the curve lies to the datum the 
flatter must be its ellipse, until, when it coincides with the 
datum, it becomes a straight line. Conversely, the nearer 
it approaches the origin the more closely it must conform 
to the elliptical curve of the origin. 
Body designs may be based on: (a) Straight lines; (b 
Curvilinear lines; (c) A combination of straight and curved 
During the 17th and 18th centuries the art was undergoiny 
1 process of experiment and evolution, and there existed a 
great variety of designs, many of which had little or no 
artistic merit, but some have been recorded in _ historic 
works* that are worthy of study by the modern body 
designer. The majority combine a straight line datum with 
curvilinear and more often than not elliptical origin lines 
The datum was rarely the lowest line of the body and 
never the ground line. Usually the datum was the waist linc 
or in the region of it. Many were of “eyeable” propor 
tions, though not strictly conforming to the law of harmon 
izing all lines. Im these cases the designers displayed 























keen eye for geometric form 
It was not until the tail end of the 18th century and th 
early 19th that orthodox, or standardized, designs became 
prevalent. Presumably when carriage ownership was no 
longer a prerogative of the titled and wealthy folk, some 
degree of repetition manufacture came into vogue, but even 
time there was ample scope for variety in design 
1877: A History of Coachbuilding A typical Brougham, 1890 onwards 
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and for the free play of several different schools of thought. 

The body designer has continuously to keep in mind the 
character and form of the original conception and co-ordin- 
ate both front and rear views (and to a lesser extent the 
plan view) with the basic form conceived for the side eleva- 
tion, and in this respect I think the Italian has fallen into an 
error, as his front elevation is conceived within a complete 
ellipse, whereas his side elevation is conceived within a 
straight datum line and a half-ellipse. Obviously these two 
forms cannot “ marry” when viewed from diagonal or half- 
profile aspect 

Furthermore the datum line should be the Jowest edge ot 
the body or above it, not the ground line. As one figure 
shows, if the ground line be the datum, the lowest line of 
the body should be of flat elliptic form and therefore the 
lowest line of the body would be “ hog-back.” Again, the 
so-called “ streamline ” mudguards shown in this side eleva- 
tion are in conflict with the general lines of the body 


Conflicting Features 


Where mechanical conditions demand a deviation from 
that which is aesthetically correct, the deviation should be 
made a feature An attempt to merge, or soften, such a 
feature, tends to make it look as though the designer was 
ashamed of it, whereas a boldly conflicting feature often 
idds individuality and makes the marque recognizable by 
the public. In this respect the Italian is certainly right 

For example, the Rolls-Royce bonnet and radiator will 
harmonize only with a straight-line body design, but ‘a 
complete conflict with a curvilinear body design they are 
immediately identified with Rolls-Royce. This, however, 
does not necessarily imply that such conflicting features are 
desirable, but rather that, if necessary, there should be no 
attempt to conceal them. 

An example of straight-line design in the horse-drawn era 
is the Royal Mail phaeton. Frequently all the vertical-planz 
lines were inclined or “raked” backwards about 10 or 12 
degrees. When this was done, care was usually taken that 
all back-raked lines inclined at a uniform angle. Whether 
this was done to give an impression of speed, or whether 
as the back rests were naturally inclined, all other ver- 
tical lines were raked to conform, I do not know (probably 
the latter) but the effect undoubtedly gave character. A 
typical example of straight-line design of a car body is 
shown at the top of the page.

Another convention in body design that is frequently over- 
looked and which lends refinement to the design, is that 
where an arc, or curve, meets and joins a straight line, 
modified curve, or intermediate arc, should be interposed 
to soften the change of line (above). 

Many modern body designers appear to forget that the 
primary function of a body is to seat, and convey in comfort, 
passengers of all normal sizes, and must, therefore, be 
designed round lay figures representing persons of averag- 
or somewhat above-average height, for it is no hardship for 
a person of small stature to occupy a body designed for an 
average size man, but if a body is designed for a small man, 
yne of average size or more suffers intolerable discomfort 

One of the worst faults in modern design of car bodies is 
the absence of adequate head-room, especially over the 
rear seat. Besides the objections of having to remove one’: 
hat, the low roof gives a sense of oppression and often 4

drumming in the ears. This fault is owed to a mistaken 
impression that unless the roof is low one cannot obtain 
attractive lines, whereas it is really a matter of proportion of 
the body—designing the mass below the waist rail in correct 
proportion to that of the head. 

Accompanying line drawings are selected from historic 
records to illustrate the age-old convention reviewed above, 
and to show how, in the past, they have been understooJ 
and observed by designers 

Whether the designers of Charles II’s time already knew of 
the convention, or whether they hit the form owing to 4 
keen sense of geometric proportion, I cannot say, and to the 
best of my knowledge no book has been published on the 
subject. But the fact that many old coach body designs 
possess the elements of the straight line datum, in combina- 
tion with elliptic curves in harmony with one another, 
places the matter outside the bounds of mere coincidence

ROM previous references in The 
Autocar many readers will be aware 
of the rigorous and specialized testing 
which the British motor industry carries 
out through the special facilities available 
at the Motor Industry Research Associa- 
tion’s proving ground at Lindley, near 
Nuneaton. It contains a number of the 
world’s worst road surfaces and, also, 
strangely enough, a section of what is 
perhaps the world’s best. Lindley started 
life as an airfield, but since M.I.R.A. took 
over it has been transformed into a testing 
ground that is much more comprehensive 
than a single manufacturer could 
economically provide. On the open day, 
held this year on Thursday, June 28, 
representatives of member firms, which 
include accessory and component manu 
facturers as well as the actual car pro- 
ducers, saw a number of demonstrations 
when cars, complete with their test equip- 
ment when necessary, were driven over 
the various sections 
Great interest was shown in the skid 
pad, which has recently been constructed 
for the purposes of checking stecring 
geometry and roll, when a car is cornering 
This skid pad consists of a large circular 
surface of concrete with a central sighting 
post and a number of concentric circles 
painted at various radii. The car is driven 
round a course comciding with the lines 
painted on the surface and the roll angle 
at various speeds can be checked by means 
of a theodolite mounted on a tripod in the 
back of the car.

TREMENDOUS SPEEDS AT RHEIMS 


WIN PUTS FANCIO 


Prix races for years, Fangio estab- 
lished his title as the fastest driver 
in road racing today by winning the 
Grand Prix d’Europe at Rheims last 
Sunday in an Alfa Romeo at the aver- 
age speed of 110.6 m.p.h. This was 
the only Alfa Romeo to finish in 
reasonably good condition, all the 
other three cars having more or less 
serious trouble during the race, and 
the next three places were taken by 
Ferraris. These were driven by Ascari, 
Villoresi, and Britain’s Reg Parnell, 
who (deprived of his drive in the 
B.R.M. by the failure once more of 
that unhappy car to appear) drove an 
excellent race in D. A. Vandervell’s 
Ferrari, to take fourth place from world 
champion, Farina, during the closing 
lap 
Wonderful weather, a terrific crowd, 
the genuine setting for a real Grand 
Prix, and a veritable battle of the 
giants; all these combined to make an 
exceptional occasion of the 1951 
Grand Prix d’Europe 


[* one of the most thrilling Grand 


In practice, the Alfa Romeo team had 
demonstrated their usual efficiency and 
quiet confidence; Fangio, on the Friday 
evening, had electrified everyone by put- 
ting in one lap in the remarkable time 
of 2m 25.8s, equal to an average speed 
of 119.92 m.p.h.; this handsomely shat- 
tered the — 3-litre Mercedes record 
set up by Hermann Lang at 114.86 m.p.h 
Lang, incidentally, was —- on this 
occasion to watch the feat being per- 
formed, as was Neubauer, his former 
team chief; there was talk of their carry- 
ing out some tests with one of the 1939 
1}-litre Mercedes at the Nurburg Ring 
within the next few weeks. The Alfas 
were the Type 159B cars which have run 
in several recent races; of them, that 
driven by Sanesi had the de Dion rear 
axle layout, the rest retaining the well 
tried swing axles 

The best Ferrari lap was put in by 
Ascari, in 2m 28.1s; also well inside the 
previous record The three works 
Ferraris were all of the latest 4}-litre 
unblown pattern, with two plugs per 
cylinder, and an interest.ng departure was 
their use again of Englebert tyres in place 
of the usual Pirellis. As Taruffi was un- 
well, Gonzalez took the wheel of the third

Race day dawned brilliantly clear with 
a welcome light breeze. Long before the 
race was due to start (at 1.30 p.m.) the 
stands and car parks were full to 
capacity, while a long line of cars 
stretched along the entrance road as far 
as the cye could see; and no crowd can 
be quite so intelligent and enthusiastic 
as a French crowd in those conditions 
In the press box arrangements were being

it gives an impression of solidity. The doors shut with a 
click and the noise level is well below the average for current 
unit construction cars, although a slight rumble is audible 
on rough pavé. 

The engine is exceptionally smooth and the special nature 
of its design allows it to run eagerly up to high revolutions 
in a way which is rather unexpected in a family car of sober 
appearance. Consequently there is much to be gained by 
making full use of the gear box, and this is encouraged by a 
robust and positive gear change. On the other hand, the 
controls do not encourage sports car methods of gear chang- 
ing. A fairly deliberate movement is required, especially 
from first to second gear, and nothing is gained by trying to 
rush it. Moreover, the position of the throttle pedal in 
relation to the brake rules out the possibility of using heel 
and toe to brake and change-down simultaneously when 
approaching a corner. 

Nevertheless, there is a brisk performance to be com- 
manded by a driver who uses the gear box freely, especially 
in mountainous country. If really pressed, the car can be 
wound up to about 65 m.p.h. on direct third gear, at which 
speed the engine must be doing something over 5,000 
r.p.m., and on second a maximum of over 40 m.p.h. can 
be achieved. On the geared-up top, main road gradients 
can be stormed with little loss of speed, but if the car is 
pulled down by a severe gradient it is desirable to change 
down early in order to maintain the cruising speed, and 
for steep corners it is best to make a quick drop into second, 
a move which calls for no particular skill. This does not 
mean that the car cannot be driven in a more leisurely 
manner. In fact, it will pull away smoothly from’ 8 m.p.h. 
on fourth speed and from 6 m.p.h. on third in a way which 
reflects real credit on the power unit and its mounting. 

The steering wheel is well placed and pleasant to handle,

The brakes are hydraulic with a fully floating shoe 


to roll on fast corners. Even when the tyres were squealing, 
it produced no feeling of insecurity. The steering had just 
the right amount of under-steer, and the car was taken 
through corners at speeds which few owners would ever 
attempt, without bringing to light any vices. On first 
acquaintance some engine noise is noted, particularly in town 
running, but once the car is out on the open road it settles 
down happily and quietly to cruising at 60-68 m.p.h. When 
travelling fast on the geared-up top, a slight trace of gear 
noise can be detected by a very critical ear, but this is not 
at all obtrusive and is more than counterbalanced by the 
lack of engine noise. 


Maximum Capabilities 


The car tested being new, it might be expected to show 
a progressive improvement in performance as the chassis 
elements became ——. free. The maximum speed 
obtained on several laps of the banked speed track at 
Montihéry was 66.6 m.p.h., but this track is unflattering, 
and probably a fairer indication of the car’s capabilities is 
given by the equal to a true 72 m.p.h. several times 
obtained in more favourable conditions on the road. 

The driver cannot see the wing on the opposite side 
without leaning forward and there are generous radii at 
the corners of the windscreen, which, while they contribute 
to the strength of the structure, do slightly restrict the range 
of vision, sideways and upwards. The seat cushions are 
firm, but ‘amply proportioned and the separate sliding adjust- 
ments for the front seats work casily. The rear seats give 
comfortable accommodation for two people, but if three 
are carried the outer passengers are affected by the restric- 
tion of head room in the corners, imposed by the tapered and 
sloping tail. The optional sliding roof works well and is a 
feature which still has an appeal for many people. Floor 
coverings are in moulded rubber and the same material is 
used on the rather large central casing over the gear box. 
Upholstery is in cloth with a deep pile, which gives an im- 
pression of quality and which would prove warm in cold 
weather, but it does tend to grip the clothes. 

There is a typical French multi-purpose control for the 
electrical items mounted under the steering column on the 
left side. Light end pressure on the lever sounds one 
horn, and heavier pressure brings in a second horn. Suc- 
cessive rotary movements of the same lever give side and tail 
lamps, dimmed head lamps and full head lamps. There are 
also miniature parking lamps neatly installed in the rear

quarters of the body and controlled by a two-way switch 
Head lamps on the car tested were fitted with the regulation 
yellow French bulbs, on the merits of which opinions vary, 
but there was no doubt abour the efficiency of the lamps 
themselves. An unusual, but practical, item is the hinged 
instrument panel which swings forward to give access to 
the wiring and connections. Another item revealing the 
same practical approach is a small handle clipped inside the 
left-hand glove box, which can be used to work the wind- 
screen wipers manually should the clectric motor give 
trouble. 

Cold air can be admitted to the interior past a flap on top 
of the scuttle and there is a heater below the instrument 
panel, which is fed with hot water from the engine cooling 
system and recirculates air inside the car by an electric fan, 
controlled through a rheostat on the instrument panel. 

The layout of mechanical components under the bonnet is 
among the neatest seen on any car which has been Road 
Tested since the war. 

The luggage locker provides space for two good-sized 
suitcases, plus some smaller items on a platform erected over 
the spare wheel, this arrangement permitting the wheel to 
be withdrawn without unloading the luggage. Jack and 
wheel brace are mounted alongside the spare wheel, while 
the smaller tools are carried in a box under the driving seat 

The Peugeot 203 leaves the impression of being a well- 
made, robust and economical family car with a tireless ability 
to cover long distances on a modest amount of fuel. It 
seems to be well planned for maintenance and has special 
virtues which give it individual appeal.

T risk of heresy one can claim much more than racing 
for the Silverstone country.

A few miles and a few years away Edward IV had built 
a little shelter under what is now known as the King’s 
Standing Oak. From there at the driven deer he let fly 
the Royal Arrow in comfort. Nearby, too, is the great 
mansion of Stowe, which was once such a treasure house 
and meeting place of the great and learned that Alexander 
Pope was moved to write “If anything under Paradise could 
set me free from Earthly objects, Stowe might do it.” 

A little higher up AS is Towcester’s Chauntry house, 
where long, long ago the priests chanted their canticles. 
More recently—and this as a seemingly tall story unsancti- 
fied by time takes some believing—they once built ships 
in Stony Stratford! That is, if tugs and large launches are 
ships rather than boats. But as you will, this town, 80 
miles from the sea, made tugs and harbour-craft that were 
ordered by port authorities all over the world. They were 
launched sideways into the neighbouring canal and thence 
made their way to the sea. Doubting Thomases can still 
see the old ship-building sheds in what is now the London 
Road Garage. Incidentally, you will find the proprietor 
doing a lifeboat conversion for a trip up the Seine. 
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There is a great deal of real, 
history in this area; one could go

The door of a house was 
flung open and out popped three merry gentlemen in hunt- 
ing kit, boarded a Javelin and sped to the meet—probably 
the Whaddon Chase. 

Next to Wicken we liked Passenham, a pretty place with 
the most colossal tithe barn we had seen, whilst the 
neglected church of St. Guthlac possesses some beautiful 
choirstalls dating from 1628. They do say that the ghost 
of Nancy Webb flits round the churchyard and the mill- 
stream in which she plunged to her death—but that is quite 
another story. 

If only one could honestly report observing great pre- 
parations in the Silverstone area to attract and detain the 
tourist and racegoer! Unfortunately, local enterprise seems 
content to cash in—and how !—on race-day and then relapse 
into rural slumbers until the next event. Local hotels care 
more for the consumers of alcohol than any would-be 
sybarites and it is typical that Wolverton Council have 
shelved suggestions for a caravan site. There are excep- 
tions, but that is the trouble; they are exceptions, and as I 
said before local friends are a great blessing. Ours put us 
up—or should I say put up with us—for three days during 
which a great many short tours were made and suitable 
subjects sketched.

RECENT FINDINGS OF GENERAL MOTORS’ 


S a furure contribution to more effici- 
ent and economical car use, General 
Motors Research Laboratories re- 

cently introduced a new high compres- 
sion engine known as the 19XX. The V- 
eight engine, with 12 to 1 compression 
ratio, was part of a fuel-engine survey 
presented at a recent meeting of the 
American Petroleum Institute’s division of 
refining by Charles L. McCuen, General 
Motors vice-president and general man- 
ager of the Research Laboratories. 

Mounted in a 1951 standard Cadillac 
chassis, the engine registered 29 miles per 
U.S. gallon at 30 m.p.h. and about 20 
miles per U.S. gallon at 70 m.p.h. during 
comprehensive road tests at General 
Motors’ Phoenix (Arizona) laboratory. At 
40 m.p.h. cruising speed it gave 27.6 miles 
per U.S. gallon.* 

In similar tests a stock 1951 Cadillac V- 
eight with 7.5 to 1 com ratio 
covered 19.8 miles per U.S. gallon at

BY SPECIAL REQUEST: CARE FOR DETAIL WHICH 


HE work of skilled craftsmen is more than ever 
satisfying to behold when everyday life presents so 
many shortcomings arising from lack of materials and 
labour, and often lack of care. The work of Britain’s 
custom coachbuilders maintains its high standard, despite 
the millstone of double purchase tax, a measure which the 
Socialist Chancellor has reintroduced without any regard 
for the damage it may do to the builders of the best cars. 
Photographs on these pages show details of a four-door 
six-light Bentley saloon with coachwork by James Young, 
Ltd., of Bromley, Kent which embodies several refinements 
suggested by its owner, Mr. Claude Wallis, chairman of 
Iliffe and Sons Ltd. The car is finished externally in dark 
bottle green, with hide upholstery of a paler shade, and 
the interior cabinet work, some of which was illustrated 
in The Autocar of April 27, is in plain and figured walnut. 
Installation of detail fittings and accessories shows that 
meticulous attention to detail which distinguishes the work 
of the specialist. The door handles are blended smoothly 
into the slim plated moulding on the waist-line, and press 
buttons control the locks, which are of a new design 
specially produced by the coachbuilder. The tongue of 
the lock slides vertically and moves over two ramps 
mounted on the door pillar in a way which combines finger- 
light action with the reassuring snap of a well-made safe. 


Continuous Action Winders 


The window winders present another interesting point. 
If one continues to turn the handle after the glass has 
reached the top or bottom of its travel, the window smoothly 
reverses its action and starts on the return journey. There 
is thus no fear of over-straining the mechanism, however 
vigorously the handle may be used. Another feature 
worthy of note is the ingenious counter-balance for the lid 
of the luggage locker, by which this automatically holds 
itself in any position from fully closed to fully open. The

STOUT EFFORT 
Three Thousand Miles in a Minicar 


[63498.}—Having read one or two references which have appeared 
in your journal from time to time to the Bond Minicar, 
I am wondering if your readers would be interested to know that 
a friend and I have just returned from a trip to Spain in one 
wf these cars, covering a distance of 2,974 miles. 

Owing to the fact that I have both legs amputated above the 
knee, my car has been converted to all-hand control by the 
Northern Invalid Carriage company of Manchester. This car (the 
model fitted with the 197 c.c. Villiers engine) had already 
covered over 8,000 miles before we started this trip, but previous 
performances on long trips gave me sufficient confidence to 
tackle a Continental tour without undergoing undue qualms. All 
the same, we carried a varied assortment of spares and a full 
kit of tools, but in actual fact none of the spares we carried was 
used 

We crossed the Channel by the Newhaven to Dieppe route, 
and had the advantage of the special low fare for minicars, 
which is £3 10s for a single passage. We had a glorious run 
through France, down to the Spanish frontier, distances of 
around 220 miles per day seeming quite effortless on the French 
roads. 

In Spain the road surfaces are for the most part bad, and the 
petrol is of low quality, being 62-octane. However, the little 
car seemed to have the true holiday spirit and ignored these 
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continued 


disadvantages for the 1,000 or so miles that we travelled in 
Spain. The best achievement was the climb over the mountains 
between Burgos and Madrid, when a height of 5,200ft was 
reached. On the return journey over this route my friend de- 
coked the engine as the low-grade fuel was beginning to cake 
it up. However, this operation takes only about an hour on 
these engines 

Unfortunately, I did not keep an exact check on the petrol 
consumption, but I would like to say that the economical 
running of the Bond is a great asset when doing long journeys 
in a country like France, where the better grades of petrol cost 
about 5s per gallon I, personally, feel that these cars are 
just about ideal for a large number of disabled drivers, taking 
into consideration four main points—ease of control, comfortable 
driving position, economy and ease of access to the driving 
position, an important point with some of us not-so-nimble folk 

Also, having room for a passenger as well as luggage is an 
obvious advantage over many machines used by disabied drivers 
today. In fact, a collapsible wheel chair can be carried in the 
back, which would be a godsend to those who are not able to 
walk at all. I am in no way connected with cither the makers 
of the car or the makers of the controls, and am only a very 
satisfied owner who has appreciated the excellent service 
extended by these two firms Ian S. H. Dennis

unit is surely impossible under any foreseeable future economic 
condinons 

Perhaps, however, a more telling criticism of this “ Car of the 
Future” is that it is already, in major respects, out of date. One 
wonders, for instance, whether the designers have appreciated 
the immense margin of safety resulting from the elimination of 
incorrigible power slides which is inherent in front-wheel drive 
One wonders, also, whether they are familiar with the principle 
of interconnected front and rear suspension abutments. If not 
it seems a pity. This device virtually eliminates pitching, and 
enables individual wheel spring rates to be greatly reduced with- 
out incurring roll penalty, and is already incorporated in a Con- 
tinental design destined for very large production.

LUCKY friend who is carefully 
running-in a fairly large car tells 
me that he is permitted by a 
reasonably indulgent manufacturer 
speeds up to just over 40 m.p.h., even 
during the early stages. He is not the 
type who sports one of those “Running- 
in, Please Pass” labels in the rear win- 
dow, and even while rigidly keeping to 
the prescribed limit he finds that on 
the whole he is travelling at about the 
general pace of traffic. We are pretty 
slow, when you come to think about it 
with such a yardstick to measure main- 
road traffic flow against 
The chief difficulty with a new 
engine under such conditions is over- 
taking, of course, it being something ot 
an art with a self-imposed maximum of, 
say, 42 m.p.h., to get past another 
vehicle travelling at, say, 38 sufficiently 
quickly without opening the throttle on 
top gear to the point that may impose 
unreasonable bearing loads, or over- 
stepping the temporary rev limit by 
using third. At least that particular 
owner is helped by having a rev coun- 
lent of enormous advantage

i he same friend does really take a 
lot of trouble over his running-in, 
to the point of its becoming almost 
a fetish, but I must say that the 
subse-uent history of his cars seems to 


justify care Not content with 


upper cylinder oil in the petrol, he 
adopted a tip which he happened to 
have seen mentioned in one of our big- 
ger manufacturers’ handbooks—not 
the same make of car as his own—for 
very cold weather conditions. He 
added about a pint of Castrol XL to 
some 12 gallons of petrol in the tank

HE cure was tedious. No neat oil 
had reached the plug points, 
so it was simply a question 

of an indigestible mixture in an almost 
cold engine. He took the lid off one ot 
the two float chambers—the other was 
discouragingly inaccessible—saw that 
the brew was richly oily, practically 
dried that out by inserting a clean rag, 
filled the float chamber with neat 
petrol from a spare tin on board via 
a flexible filler, and, presto, the engin 
fired, but would not keep running 

After the third repetition of this 
laborious process it was coaxed into 
regular running by gentle throttle 
work, there was a puff of blue smoke, 
some spluttering, and this time the en- 
gine continued to function, the fuel 
being adjusted as soon as possible by 
putting in another two gallons of neat 
petrol. Why go to all that trouble, you 
might ask, when there are excellent 
running-in compounds and so forth?

In the article “ Taking It Neat” in your 
issue of April 20, the following is stated: 
‘ The pressure drop across the venturi is 
lowest at full throttle and maximum 
rpm ” and I should have thought 
that under these conditions the velocity of 
the air stream through the carburettor 
would be at a maximum. If this is so, 
urely the pressure drop would be a maxi- 
mum and the screen wiper would have its 
best performance. I know this is not the

At full throttle the venturi is producing 
maximum effect, as you suggest, but the 
depression is only about 1 to 14 Ib per 
sq in below atmospheric pressure and any 
attempt to pressurize the intake would put 
the main jets out of action unless the float 
chambers were also pressurized. As the 
throttle is closed, the point of lowest pres- 
sure moves from the venturi to the throttle, 
and the pressure at the venturi rises to- 
wards atmospheric. From closed throttle 
until one-quarter open, the vacuum at the 
venturi is not sufficient to draw an 
adequate mixture through the main jet 
On most carburettors the greater suction 
n the region of the throttle is, therefore, 
used to draw an auxiliary mixture through 
a separate fuel feed until the main jet 
begins functioning properly With an 
average car engine at idling speed, the 
naximum depression in the region of the 
hrottle may be 7 lb per sq in below atmo- 
pheric—quite enough for the

POSITIVE earth systems have the 

advantage that crosion of electrodes 
n the ignition system becomes less trouble 
ome. In the case of the sparking plugs 
for example, it does not take place on the 
central electrode, but on the earthed elec 
trode which is larger and therefore doe 
not suffer so much. 

It is quite simple to convert to positive 
earth as all you need do is to change the 
battery connections and the ammeter con- 
nections. Then start the engine and set it 
to run at a fast idling speed just below the 
cut-in speed. Hold down the armature 
of the cut-out for two or three seconds 
This will ensure the dyna reversing its 


polarity, which would probably happen 
automatically in any case, although should 
it not happen automatically burning of 
the contact points might result. Accord- 
ing to the construction of the coil (intern- 
ally) it is just possible that you might find 
a shght loss of performance at high speed. 
If so, the remedy would be fitting a new
